WINNIPEG, June43—(Canadian Press)—An interim injunction 

restraining the Royal Grain Inquiry Commission from holding further 
sessions until the case is called into court here on June 22, was 
granted late today by Mr. Justice A, C. Galt. The commission was 
sitting today in Calgary. The interim injunction was granted at a 
private hearing on application of the United Grain Growers’, Limited, 
and of about forty companies operating on the Winnipeg grain ex- 
chage. H. J. Symington, K.C., appeared for the 
Growers, and A. J. Andrews, K.C, and Hugh Phillips, KC., represented 
the other plaintiffs in the suit. 

Counsel understood that the injunction would be effective im- 
mediately. The action to make the injunction permanent will be 
heard in Winnipeg at 10:3C a.m. on June 22. The defendants named 
are the members of the commission, Charles Birkett, secretary, Price 
Waterhouse & Company, chartered accountants, and Hon, ©, J.
